The golden anniversary congress of the World 
Baptist Alliance is scheduled for 1955, The latest 
congress of this Baptist Alliance was held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and according to reports in the New 
York Times, July 27, “the chief address of the 
day” was given by the “Rev. Dr. Edwin L. Dahl- 
berg, pastor of the First Baptist Church of Syra- 
cuse,” New York. Dr; Dahlberg, a leading Federal 
Council representative, called for a “new. language”’ 
that prospective converts could understand. 

The New York Times’ story reporting Dahl- 
berg’s speech, said: 

Such phrases as “the precious Name of Jesus,” 
“coming under the Blood’ and “saved by grace,” 
Dr. Dahlberg said, for all of their profound truth 
and biblical background, “simply. do not register 
in the mind of the average American listener.” 

Rounding out his criticism of evangelism as 
practiced today, Dr. Dahlberg said evangelists 
must find the courage, as the late Mahatma Gandhi 
did in India, to attack national ideals that were 
not necessarily holy, and to close ranks with evan- 
gelists of other faiths in the name of a united 
Protestantism that would stop short of a ‘“Pro- 
testant Vatican.” ; 

Dr. Dahlberg, a former president of the, Ameri-~ 
can Baptist Convention, told the delegates that 
the church, unless it “evangelized evangelism,” 
would lay itself open to indictment by God for 
making evangelism an outward thing ‘‘of member- 
ship gains and bigger denominational budgets.” 

Asserting that evangelists were using a lan- 
guage of the past in their approach to the modern 
mind, Dr. Dahlberg recounted that, in a recent 
Columbia University poll, Pilgrim’s Progress had 
turned up in first place as the world’s most 
boring book. 


“We must have. more disciplined thinking, 
therefore, a fresh vocabulary and a restatement 
of our whole Protestant world view in terms that 
will command the respectful hearing and attention 
of our generation,” he said. 


Americans are often betrayed, he asserted, by 
national ideals they often think are “positively 
holy.” The great strength of Gandhi, a non-Chris- 
tian evangelist, he said, was that he dared to 
preach against the “holy things” of India—caste 
system, war and imperialism and religious custom. 

“If our evangelism is to become effective we 
must begin to move into the realm of holy ideolo- 
gies and make clear that the name of Christ is 
above every name, however patriotic and exalted,” 
he declared. 


In fostering a united Protestantism, Dr. Dahl- 
berg said, Baptists need not become one church. 
As Baptists, he argued, they would never consent 
to the establishment of one great ecclesiastical 
system that would become a kind of “Protestant 
Vatican.” 


“But we can unite in cooperative endeavor in 
the preaching of the good news of Christ. We not 
only can do this without the sacrifice of one iota 
of our Baptist message, but we should do it and are 
doing it,” he said.

The Apostle Paul said to young Timothy, “Hold 
fast the form of sound words.” 


Dr. Edwin Dahlberg, Northern Baptist Con- 
vention modernist leader and pacifist, gave the 
chief address before the World Baptist Congress. 
He was exceedingly frank and followed the general 
line of modernists. 


He called for .g new language to be used in 


“coming under the blood,” and “saved by grace.” 
These, he said, no longer register in the minds of 
the average American listeners. Why? 


Did they register in the minds of the people 
of the pagan Roman world to whom Paul preach- 
ed? Paul did not change his terminology and ac- 
commodate it to paganism and to the secularism 
about him. “The blood,” “the precious name,” 
“saved by grace,” are the terms of 'the evangelical 
faith and doctrine. They cannot be surrendered. 


This attack made upon this terminology is 
basically an attack upon their content and their 
substance. This is modernism trying to get the 
church to shift from the old Gospel to the ‘‘new” 
—which is “not another.” 


Dr. Dahlberg furthermore thinks that Gandhi 
has something to offer. In following Gandhi’s 
method an attack is made upon the so-called “holy 
ideologies”! that is—capitalism, our private enter- 
prise way of life, individualism. That is exactly 
what he is talking about. 


IA the third instance he gives the whole empha- 
sis of the unity program of the ecumenical move- 
ment, There must be combined ecclesiastical sys- 
tems which stop short of a “Protestant vatican.” 
But who is going to stop it, and who is. going to 
say when the line has been reached?. 


Here are the three things: modernism—the 
attack upon the Gospel; socialism—the attack upon 
our free society; church unionism—the attack upon 
the very nature and genius of Protestantism, its 
freedom and independent and separate denomina- 
tions and churches. | 


tellectual world; men of big 
hearts; men of great learning; 
men who have spared no pains in 
trying to aquire the profoundest 
learning; men who are eloquent 
in discourse, who sway multitudes 
by magic oratory. Yet we don’t 
see commensurate results. I have 
recently read the biographies of 
some of the world’s’ greatest 
preachers— Luther, Knox, White- 
field and the Wesleys. I find that 
often in their preaching they were 
interrupted by cries for “mercy!” 
“mercy!” Souls by the hundred 
would be pricked by the arrow of 
conviction, and they would quake, 
and fall, and call for pardon. 

Where is this power to-day? I 
am waiting to get it. Great God 
—the God of Peter and the apos- 
tles, the God of Luther, Knox, 
Whitfield and Wesley—reveal un- 
to us this power that we may pos- 
sess it!. We need it;.we want it. 
Breathe, Holy Spirit, upon us un- 
worthy, helpless, powerless preach- 
ers that we may bring Pentecost 
to. pass among the children of 
men! 

We also see this want of power 
in the membership of our 
churches. We must believe that

most church members will get to 
heaven. They say they have ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ as_ their 
Saviour, They must, then, be 
saved. Let us be liberal enough 
to hope this. But surely, if saved 
at all, it will be “as by fire.” 
Their works will be burned up. 
What a tremendous force in all 
our churches, if men would live 
as they profess, and their pro- 
fessions carried with them weight 
and power! Paul had to exhibit 
the marks of Christ before his 
works had weight. O for the marks 
of Jesus in our slumbering hosts! 

Christian friends, surely some- 
thing is wrong, or we would be 
reaching more souls. Take, for 
instance, a report of an associa- 
ttion—in many respects one of the 
very best religious bodies: we have 
in the South, with an able and 
consecrated ministry and an in- 


telligent membership. This as- 
sociation reported sixty-one 
churches, forty-three preachers, 


13,000 members, and an approxi- 
mate ministerial salary of $38,000, 
and yet, with all this able force 
there was a net gain in member- 
ship of only 112, What is the 
matter? Our brethren in China are 
able to make a better report than 
this. Is it not time We were asking 
the cause of such a condition? 


Why Are We Dead? 


It comes about, in part, because 
we have failed to insist wpon the 
maintenence of our covenant vows 
of separation from the world.

which his hair was the sign. His 
uncut hair was the outward sign 
of his Nazarite vow, by which 
“he separated himself unto the 
Lord.” The shearing of his hair 
was a surrender of his separation, 
and with this he was shorn of 
his power. 

It is at this point that many a 
man now is shorn of his power 
for service. We are called upon 
to separate ourselves more com- 
pletely than Samson. Listen to 
the apostle Paul: ‘Wherefore 
come ye out from.among them, 
and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing.” Then, again, he says: “Ab- 
stain from all appearance of evil.” 
And we are not only called upon 
to separate ourselves, but to ex- 
hibit equally a clear and unmis- 
takable proof of this fact to the 
world. 

How is it with us? Have we 
kept them—the vows we made? 
Or have we placed our heads in 
the lap of Delilah, the world, and 
lost our power? 

There is no question about mak- 
ing the vows. This we have all 
done. When we were struggling 
under the load of conviction, we 
came to the point when we said: 

“Yes, Lord, I give it all up.” 

The pleasures of the world of a 
questionable character were all 
included in the surrender. How 
about it to-day? 

I fancy some one calling on you, 
young lady, the next week after 
your conversion, and proposing to 
take you to a theater, or a dance 
or to play cards. I hear you say: 

“No, no; I can’t go.-I have given 
up the world; I am separated now 
from these things.” 

Then you had power. Then the 
church that insists upon this kind 
of life had power. 

HoW about it to-day, brother? 
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*| the church, 


Are you keeping your vow? Take 
your devotion for your church. 
Don’t you remember, when you 
were converted, how you loved 
the services of the church? I re- 
member when I first experi- 
enced a change of heart—it was 
in an old school-house in the 
country. My mother was by my 
side talking to me. I felt a load 
roll away from my heart, and I 
felt good. They ‘were singing that 
good old hymn: 
“Come, ye sinners, poor and needy, 
Weak and wounded, sick and sore; 
Jesus ready stands to save you, 
Full of pity, love and power.” 

I shall never forget my feelings. 
I wanted to stay there all night 
and sing. Many years have pas- 
sed; mother has gone to heaven; 
the old log house has been torn 
down; but I love that spot. 


You felt that way, too. I fancy, 
when Sunday morning came, you 
were the first in Sunday-school. 
You were always on hand at 
prayer-meeting. But how about 
it to-day? It was so in your giv- 
ing. At first you gave your money 
liberally and freely; but now it 
takes a dozen church collectors to 
dun it out of you, and you growl 
and whine over coppers when you 
then rejoiced in dollars. How 
about your vows, brother? 


Pride 

Again, we’ve lost power because 
of our selfish pride. 

We seem really to have lost 
the conception of the mission of 
in our eagerness to 
gratify our pride. The church is 
no social club for the grouping 
together of a few individuals, for 
the perpetuation of certain social 
dogmas. The church of Christ has 
but one -mission—the full salva- 


tion of the world. Everything else } 


must bend to this. Christ said to} 
Peter that if he would - follow 
Him, He would make him a fisher 
of men. That is our business— 
fishing for men. 


But how are we doing it? Why, 
we are largely fishing for class 
fish! Many a church has fished 
this way until the fish have got- 
ten so sharp they can steal the 
bait without a nibble.

Christ. If we get a big fish, all 
well and good, provided he will 
quit his worldliness. 

A. C. Dixon says, when he first 
began street preaching in Balti- 
more, a member of his church 
came to him and said it was not 
dignified enough for their preach- 
er. Dixon told that brother that 
he did not remember that the 
word “dignity” was used in the 
Bible. to describe preachers but 
that, somewhere in Ecclesiastes 
there was the verse: 

“Folly is set in great dignity.” 

Away with ministerial and 
church dignity that breeds death! 
The most dignified thing I ever 
saw was an Egyptian mummy, 
over two thousand five hundred 


*‘|years old. If you want diginity, 


there it is! Put it down, brother, 
that the more dignity, the more 
death. We want hearts, we want 
life and sympathy in our worship; 
and if our pride will not admit of 
such worship, we’ve got no busi- 
ness in the church, and the church, 
if it has religion enough left, ought 
to turn us out and start afresh. So- 
ciety—social position and influence 
—is not what we want. This would 
elevate for a time. We need power 
to save the lost, whether they 
-be in the gutter or in the palace. 

And, after all, this is the Lord’s 
plan. Paul, the greatest preacher 
the world ever knew, said: “I 
knew no man after the flesh.” 
Social position had nothing to do 
with Paul. He had an eye that 
penetrated a man’s clothes and 
looked at his heart. So ought the 
church to do to-day. The masses 
make the classes. About every 
three generations the bottom lay- 
er gets on the top; frequently in 
less time. The church or denom- 
ination that reaches the common 
people (so called) to-day, is go- 
ing to be the church of power 
and influence and position two 
or three generations to come, if 
not sooner. I do not ignore the 
wealthy and cultured; but let us 
not turn aside for them. If they 
come in on the poor man’s plat- 
form, let them come, by all means; 
for there is no other platform in 
God’s Word.

Iscariot. The love of money, the 
love of accumulation, got into his 
heart and caused his ruin.

because of a greed for gain! And 
I am not speaking of illegitimate 
gain. No, no! A man may be get- 
ting his wealth honestly, and yet 
it may be the cause of loss of 
power. It is the constant desire 
for more, more and more. God 
can’t fill such a heart with His 
‘Spirit. He wants us to seek first 
His kingdom. 

Too frequently it happens that 
the church expends more energy 
in the money-making business, or 
trying to raise it,.than in soul 
saving. The Bible way of raising 


money for the Lord is clearly that | 


of offering: going down into our 
pockets and giving it when it is 
needed. But we fail to do this, 
and resort to-day to every clap- 
trap upon the face of the earth, 
from a kissing frolic to a cake 
walk, to get money for the Lord. 

It is all wrong. We are losing 


power because of it, The money 
is all God’s. Why should we thus 
strive? Let our energy be spent 
in trying to do His will, and the 
money will come—as much as we 
can use. If I didn’t believe this, 
I’d quit preaching. I’d rather have 
some folks’ prayers than some 
folks’ dollars. 


Let us keep our churches pure, 
and living in the will of God, and 
the money will come. 


Ignorance of The Bible 


This is one of the greatest hind- 
rances tg- day—ignorance of God’s 
Word. ™ 

It is alarming to see this ignor- 
ance of the Word. The President 
of a woman’s college oné€e said 
to me that she had been amazed 
to find so much Bible ignorance 
among the girls. They know all 
about other things. They can tell 
whether Trilby had her slippers 
on or off, but are absolutely ignor- 
ant of the Bible. Some time ago 
I was in a leading church, conduct- 
ing a revival. In a Bible reading, I 
gave Jude, second verse. A cul- 
tured lady took the verse, but 
called for the chapter in Jude. 
Well, of course, when I told her 
there was but one, she felt badly. 


Let us study the Bible. It is 
the sword of the Spirit. I don’t 
mean to study it merely for criti- 
cism. I confess that I feel sorry 
for the man whose ambition is 
to criticise the Bible. When I 
read the Bible, I believe it to be 
the Word of God. Some time ago 
I heard one of Dr. Talmage’s ser- 
mons in a phonograph. It was all 
just as real as his speaking it. 
So, when I come to the Bible and 
put my spiritual ears to it, I hear 
the blessed Jesus speaking to my 
soul. It is real to me. God give 
us more Bible students who be- 
lieve the Bible to be God’s book! 
Then we will study it more. 


Spurgeon said he once saw a 
Bible through which a worm had 
bored its way, beginning at 
Genesis and ending with Revela- 
tion; and from that hour his 
desire was to be a Bible book- 
worm, eating through the Word, 
believing and digesting it all. So 
may it be with us. This will give 
uS power. 

Some time ago, I went to hear 
a certain distinguished preacher; 
but he didn’t preach that day. I 
was greatly disappointed when an 
old brother stead before me as the 
preacher. He looked pretty 
“seedy.” But he had not gone 
very far before:I was with him. 
I walked with him on the plat- 
form, gestured with him, cried 
with him, laughed with him, and 
thought with him. 

Why? R 

Simply because he had God’s 
Word on his tongue, and this 
gave him power with the people. 
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Prayer 

Finally, I mention as a cause 
of lost power, the absence of 
prayer. 

Everything else will fail us if 
we are not men of prayer. Prayer 
must be the connecting link to 
bind us to God. We must ask for 
soul-life. Christ Himself said He 
was willing to give the Holy 
Spirit to them itthat asked Him. 
This means soul-life and power. 

Much of our prayer is not de- 
pendent prayer. We find that we 
can get along somehow without 
it, and hence we go through the 
motion without the spirit. Some 
time ago, a young man preached 
for me one morning. He was 
young and timid. Some brethren 
did not expect much, and he knew 
it. Just before he was to preach, 
I went into the study, and there 
I found him prostrate in prayer. 
Tears were coursing down his 
cheeks as he begged God for pow- 
er. Well, it is needless to say 
that he preached a great sermon. 

The brethren asked: “Where 
did he get his power?” 

Why, he got it from God. The 
connection was made that ‘morn- 
ing.

oecian woman, we must importune 
the throne of grace. I get sick 
of much of our evening devotions. 
We read the shortest Psalm be- 
cause it is quickly done, drop upon 
our knees, and presently jump 
into bed, cover up our heads, and 
are asleep in five minutes. This 
is not such prayer as will get 
for us life and power. Oh, no! 
we must wrestle. 

Go with me, for an example, 
to the ford of Jabbok.

but says old Jacob:

less Moses, To read the story of 
Pilgrim’s Progress is an entirely 
strange world to them, of which 
they know nothing. The things of 
the Spirit are spiritually discern- 
ed. The natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of 
God.

And so Dr. Dahlberg thinks we 
ought to change our terminology 
and accommodate ourselves to the 
natural man rather than to pre- 
sent the glorious truth and the 
wonders of the Christian faith and 
the victory that there is in that 
faith over the world, over sin, over 
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Diotrephes Verses Evangelism

Satan is ever busy attacking the work of the Lord. Today 
his greatest target is the evangelist. It may be the child evan- 
gelist. It may be the youth evangelist. It may be the church 
evangelist. It may be the city-wide evangelist. It may be the 
missionary evangelist. We have long discerned that leading 


denominations have turned away from evangelism. 


Now 


Satan is attacking fundamental ranks with this evil. 


It is a common expression among 
Bible believers, “I do not believe 
in evangelists.” If Satan can prove 
that the evangelist is obsolete, his 
next stroke will be to prove that 


the pastor and teacher are out) 


of date. “But if ye bite and de- 
vour one another, take heed that 
ye be not consumed one of an- 
other” (Gal. 5:15). 


The only way to meet Satan’s 
attacks is with the Word of God. 
“Thus saith the Lord.” The Holy 
Spirit has given us one whole “book 
to enlighten us. He used. the 
Apostle John to write’ three 
short Epistles against apostasy. 
In the First Epistle the 
Holy Spirit tells us why some went 
out from the people of God, “They 
went out from us, but they were 
not of us’ (I John 2:19). In the 
Second Epistle He tells us whom 
we are to go out from, those who 


deny that the Lord Jesus Christ 


will yet come in the flesh. “If 
there come any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine, receive him 
not into your house” (II John 
10). In the Third Epistle the Holy 
Spirit tells us whom to receive into 
the church, namely the evangelist. 
“We, therefore, ought to receive 
such, that we might be fellow- 
helpers to the truth” (III John 8). 
The Holy Spirit has given us this 
book with only one chapter to 
teach us -God’s attitude towards 
the evangelist just prior to the 
coming great apostasy revealed in 
Jude and Revelation. He, through 
the Apostle John, is writing the 
churches, exhorting them to re- 
ceive the itinerant or evangelistic 
preachers into their midst. Ap- 
parently everything was favorable 
with some of the leading mem- 
bers, particularly Mr, Gaius who 
loved and walked in the truth and 
faithfully cared for the: brethren 
and the strangers who went forth 
for His Name’s sake. However, 
Diotrephes, who evidently was the 
pastor, took opposition to receiv- 
ing these evangelists. 


We do not have Diotrephes’ 
reasons for rejecting the brethren 
but in the light of present-day 
excuses we can surmise what they 
were. No doubt his letter to John 
read as follows: “Brother John, 
I would love to comply with your 
request but I know you. will 
sympathize with my plight when 
I tell you we are planning a mis- 
sionary conference.” 


This one is always good, “Dear 
John, your suggestion is good, but 
we have had so many doings in 
our church lately our people are 
about whipped.” 

This one is especially good when 
God has been blessing the church, 
“Dear John, Sorry, but we are not 
having any evangelist now, God 
is blessing the work. Had three 
conversions last Lord’s Day morn- 
ing.” 

If the church is not in the place 


‘of spiritual blessing the reply is 


something like this, “‘Dear Bro- 
ther John, I am sorry, but there 
is no use trying. The unsaved will 
not come out. If they do come out, 
it is impossible to get them saved. 
Those that made a profession in 
our last revival can’t be found 
anywhere.” 


Diotrephes may have given the 
favorite excuse of the day, “Dear 
John, I, with many others, believe 
the day of evangelism is past.” 
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J. B. Harrison 


There are some who teach that 
even the day of the evangelist 
is past and they claim to have 
Scripture for it. Ephesians 4:11 
is the verse they use: “And he 
gave some, apostles; and some; 
prophets; and some evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers.” 
They teach that some of these 
offices have had their fulfillment. 
For instance, they claim that the 
day of the apostle is past; the 
day of the prophet is past; the day 
of the evangelist is past; we are 
now living in the day of the pastor 
and teacher who are the last 
servants used of God before the 
church age closes. But these five 
gifts are gifts to the church for 
the entire church age. 

As to the meaning and work of 
the apostle, we will quote from 
Schuyler English. “You are famil- 
iar, perhaps with the derivation 
of the English word apostle. It 
comes from the Greek word 
apostello, which means to send, It 
is a synonym of the English word 
missionary, which is taken from 
the Latin verb mitto, also meaning 
to send. An apostle is a missionary, 
one who is sent; a missionary is an 
apostle. Now, granted that Paul, 
and also Peter, and John and 
others, were Christ’s apostles in 
a peculiar sense, having seen the 
risen Lord, and being special emis- 
saries of Him — nevertheless, is 
not every child of God; every 
Christian, an apostle or missionary 
‘by the will of God’... according 
to His great commission?”’ 

The New ‘Testament prophets 
are those who speak the message 
of God for the comfort and ex- 
hortation of God’s people. 

Those who say the day of the 
evangelist is past base their state- 
ment on the fact that we do not 
have great revivals as in former 
years. True, the great reformation 
and evangelical period has passed. 
But God continues to use the 
evangelist to proclaim the good 
news of salvation in homes, on 
the street, in public halls, in tents, 
in Churches, at Bible Conferences 
and on the mission field. Dr. Iron- 
side says that we are in the days 
of the last gleanings. No doubt he 
bases his statement on the Scrip- 
ture that says there will be a 
falling away and people will not 
endure sound doctrine. 

We are not left in doubt as to 
Diotrephes’ real reason for exclud- 
ing the evangelists from his 
churches. It is given in the ninth 
verse. “I wrote unto the church; 
but Diotrephes, who loveth to have 
the preeminence among them, re- 
ceiveth us not.’”’ Diotrephes, whose 
name means nourished by Jupiter, 
wanted to have preeminence. 
Had Diotrephes been nourished 
by the Word of God he would 
have desired Christ to have the 
preeminence. 

F. W. Grant, the eminent Bible 
teacher, says of Diotrephes, “He 
thought he was sufficient in him- 
self.”” He probably had reviewed 
his ministerial success and talked 
with himself after this manner. 


We have prospered financially. 
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“We have a well organized church. 


There is a good attendance at all 
the services and souls are being 
saved. We are a missionary minded 
people. I have a _ considerable 
knowledge of the Word and am 
able to instruct my people. I don’t 
see what more John can expect.” 


This self sufficient idea of a 
pastor can be traced back to the 
old line theological ‘seminaries, I 
can hear one of my professors as 
he stressed the theory. of every 
pastor his own evangelist. He 
used to say, “You conduct your 
own evangelistic meetings. The 
you will receive the credit. Why 
should you toil all year and the 
evangelist come in for one or two 
weeks and reap the harvest. He 
gets the large crowds and popular- 
ity. He gathers the people around 
himself and gets all the praise.” 
Another of his statements was as 
follows: “You and your members 
do the soul winning and you will 
not need an evangelist. Evangel- 
ists are for churches that have 
failed. If you have one in your 
church people will say you have 
failed.”” These same excuses are 
heard today. 


Quoting F. W. Grant again, “He 
may have accused those who de- 
sired the evangelists to come in 
of having itching ears.” Rather, 
they may have had starved hearts. 
God has so constituted man that 
he needs different kinds of food in 
order to thrive. This is also true of 
the spiritual nature, God has made 
provision for His children to re- 
ceive different kinds of ministry. 
Therefore, He has given to the 
church some apostles, some pro- 
phets, some evangelists, some pas- 
tors and teachers. 


Some time ago a Christian broth- 
er, whose Bible teaching church 
had recently closed a two-weeks 
meeting with a Bible teacher, said 
to a friend, “Brother, my heart is 
aching to hear an evangelistic 
sermon. It has been two years 
since I have heard one.” A deacon 
in another Bible teaching church, 
whose pastor excludes the evan- 
gelist, asked this question, “Tell 
me, why can’t we have an evan- 
gelist in our church. I love that 
type of work.” These were not be- 
cause of itching ears but because 
of starved hearts. 


John was not pleased with 
Diotrephes’. attitude, either in 
keeping the evangelists out, or in 
casting out - the members’ who 
would have received them in. 
Wherefore he writes to the church- 
es, “If I come, I will remember 
his deeds which he doeth’”’ (vs. 10). 
I like to think that John is speak- 
ing here as a type of the Lord 
Jesus Christ who is to come. At 
the Judgment Seat of Christ these 
things will be exposed. 


John also accuses Diotrephes of 
“prating against us with malicious 
words” (vs. 10). We hear much 
prating today. If you listen you 
will hear it. ‘““The evangelist has it 
nice. All he needs is a few sermons 
which he preaches over and over. 
They are over-paid. Look at the 
money they make. They desire to 
travel and see the world. They 
don’t win souls. Their sermons are 
too long. Their sermons are too 
short. They use too many illustra- 
tions.”’ 

This prating by Diotrephes was 
unjust. John gives us the qualifica- 
tions of these men whom he re- 
commended to the,churches. ‘For 
His Name’s sake they went forth” 
(vs. 7). “Demetrius hath good re- 
port of all men, and of the truth 
itself’ (vs. 12). These should be 
the qualifications of the evangelist 
and all Christian workers. Many 
of the present-day pratings against 
the evangelist are unjust. Some of 
the most sincere. men God has in 
His vineyard today are evangelists. 
We will concede that not all evan- 
gelists and pastors meet this 
standard but why discredit all be- 
cause of some? 

John also includes himself in 
this rejection. May it not be that 
when we reject the evangelist we 
reject the plan very near to the 
Lord’s heart. Just as John had a 
work for the -evangelist to ac- 
complish in his day, so the Lord 
Jesus Christ has a work for the 
evangelist to do-.today. We trust 
God may bless. and use _ these 
simple words to keep many from 


this Satanic error. 
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More About the Correction and 
Discipline of Children

(Tenth in a series of radio messages on the Home) 


In Ephesians 6, the Bible says, “Fathers, provoke not 
your children to wrath: but bring them up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord.” Here is a clear statement from 
God’s Word on this matter of the discipline of children. 


Proverbs 29:15, “The rod and re- 
proof give wisdom: but a child left 
to himself bringeth his mother to 
shame.” 

Proverbs 29:17, “Correct thy son, 
and he shall give thee rest; yea, he 
shall give delight unto thy soul.” 

“The rod and reproof give wis- 
dom.”’ What a strange thing! “The 
rod and reproof give wisdom.” 
You know what is good education? 
Not learning arithmetic; though 
that is a part of it. Not learning 
grammar; though that is a part of 
it. Not learning geography; though 
that is a part of it. But the fun- 
damental of an education is for 
one to learn right from wrong. 

The Bible says, “The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of wis- 
dom.’”’ One who learns to whip his 
child and make the child do right, 
make the child be respectful, make 
the child obedient, has done more 
for the character and education 
and culture .of that child and his 
future happiness than any amount 
of teaching in books can ever do. 
“The rod and reproof give wis- 
dom,” give spiritual wisdom. 

What I mean is this. The first 
time I ever heard, “Be sure your 


sin will find you out,” was in the. 


Bible, I said, “Yea, that’s right, 
that’s right!” The first time any- 
body ever said to me, “You can’t 
sin against God and get by!” I 
said, “I guess that is right; I 
couldn’t get by my dad.” 

The first time I ever heard 
that it was. certain that “the 
wages of sin is death,” and that 
sin would be judged because of 
the righteousness and holiness of 
God, I thought, my father has been 
like that. It has always been that 
I couldn’t sin amd get by. Dad 
seemed to know about it, and Dad 
seemed to make sure sin had to be 
punished. I learned about God be- 
fore I was ever old enough to read 
the Bible, before I was old enough 
to hear preaching and understand 
it. 

I learned certain principles of 
right and wrong. Thank God for

And some of you 
who listen to me now are law- 
breakers. 

I will never forget how it was 
impressed on me when I preach- 
ed on the radio in Ft. Worth years 
ago. A man wrote me who had kill- 
ed a policeman and was running 
for his life—he wrote me a post- 
card and asked me to pray for him. 
He escaped to Chicago but final- 
ly was captured and sent back. 
Somebody hears me tonight who is 
a rebel, or a convict, or a 
fugitive from the law—what is 
wrong with you is that you were 
not whipped and made to mind 
like you ought to have been when 
you were a child, or you would 
have been well-balanced and hap- 
py! Oh, ‘the rod and reproof bring 
wisdom, but a child left to him- 
self bringeth his mother to shame.’

that way. If you had had my dad 
to raise you, you wouldn’t talk that 
way either. No, a long time ago 
you would have learned a_ holy 
reverence for your parents. 


Your being punished can very 
easily turn you to a reverence for 
God. All over this country I have 
found people—old men and wo- 
men—who have said, ‘Thank God, 
my dad and my mother made me 
mind! They whipped me and made 
me do right. They made me_ get 
home at a certain time and in 
bed at a certain time at night. 
I had to say, ‘Yes, sir’ and, ‘Yes, 
mam.’ I had to get up when I was 
called. I was afraid to do 


wrong.” Now they say, ‘Thank 
God for a mother and father like 
that!’ 

Your children will rise up and 
bless your gray hairs one day be- 
cause you had the integrity to 
make them mind, to whip them 
and chastise them. 

It is so much easier to win a 
child to Christ who has a good 
mother or dad. When I was a pas- 
tor in Shamrock, Texas, there was 
a man who lived back of me who 
was a good neighbor, a_ kindly 
friend, but I am sorry to say that 
he was not a Christian.

May God help us to see it, to- 
night. You can accept Christ as 
your Savior now, confess Him as 
your Lord and Master, and daily 
live in such a way as will please 
Him, and have Him confess and 
own you before the Father and 
His ‘holy angels; or, in that day 
of the sinner’s prayer meeting you 
will fall down, cry for the rocks 
and mountains to cover you, con- 
fess Him then, but it will be too 
late. 

Today He is your Savior; to- 
morrow He will be your Judge. 
And it is that that I want to dis- 
cuss with you tonight, Tonight He 
woos you with His love and tender 
entreaties and sweet invitations; 
tonight He calls you in a thousand 
and one ways: by a precious moth- 
er’s love; by the sermons you 
have heard; by a faithful Sunday 
school teacher; by a godly influ- 
ence in the home; by mother’s 
prayers still following you; ‘by the 
sweet providences of God through 
sickness, or maybe the death of 
a loved one. You held their hand 
and with death’s dew on their 
forehead and choking tears blind- 
ing your eyes, you promised to 
meet them in the skies! Surely, 
tonight, He calls you by His Holy 
Spirit, and the death of Christ on 
the Cross! 

My precious friend, by the 
blight of hell, by the bhiss of heav- 
en, and by the call of the precious 
blood from Calvary, I beg you, 
“Seek ye the Lord while he may 
be found, call ye upon Him while 
He is near: Let the wicked forsake 
his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon” 
(Isa. 55:6, 7). 

“There’s a great day coming, a 
great day coming! 

But its greatness will only be to 
those who love the Lord. 
Are you ready for that day to 

come?” 

There are four things about 
that day: (1) it will be a day of 
consummation; (2) it will be a 
day of vindication; (3) it will be 
a day of separation; (4) it will be 
a day of glorification. 


I. Day of Consummation 


There are so many things now 
that we can’t understand. But one 
day all of God’s plans and pur- 
poses will be completed, and then 
we shall see that God could not 
have done otherwise than God has 
done, and still be God. Some day 
He will make it plain. 
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We cannot undefstand now the 
wise designs of God. But every 
event in world history; every 
event in your life and mine; all 
are moving toward one great pur- 
pose that will one day be fin- 
ished and then, when we see the 
finished pattern, We can under- 
stand what We now must accept 
by faith. 

We cannot understand why God 
takes our loved ones from Us. 
March 27, 1941, was the blackest 
day that has even been in our 
home. That was our only son’s 
birthday, and we laid him to rest 
on his fourteenth birthday, on that 
day. The day that he lay dying, 
the nurse was in the room with 
him, while he was sleeping. His 
mother had nursed him so terider- 
ly for three years, days and nights 
almost without end. He was the joy 
and the. delight of the hearts of 
all our family. Our hopes were 
bound up in him, But, on the 
morning that he lay dying, I went 
through the most trying ordeal of 
my life. 

For more than eighteen years 
I had often been in death cham- 
bers. But this is the first time 
that it had come to my own thres- 
hold. While Charles was sleeping, 
his mother came and lay down 
beside me and throwing her arms 
around my neck sobbed her break-

It. A Day of Vindication 


“But? he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we 
like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned everyone to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all’ (Isa. 
53 :5-6). 

When the wisdom of God 
thought best, Christ Jesus hath 
appeared. After the pattern of 
heavenly things that had been 
shown on the mountain, to Moses, 
had exhausted their purposes, 
Christ Jesus appeared in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh. When the 
law had failed, Christ Jesus ap- 
peared to be “the end of the law 
for righteousness to everyone that 
believeth” (Rom. 10:4). When the 
blood of bulls and goats could 
never sanctify, Christ Jesus ap- 
peared upon this earth, saying, 
“Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body thou 
hast prepared me ... . by the 
which will we are_ sanctified 
through the offering of the body 
of Jesus once for all” (Heb. 10: 
2,10), When sin once for all de- 
manded a sacrifice, this man, 
Christ Jesus, hath appeared and 
“by one offering he hath perfected 
forever them that are sanctified”’ 
(Heb. 10:14). When the howling 
hounds of darkness were to be 
silenced forever, Christ appeared 
and spread His precious blood up- 
on the mercy-seat of God. And, 
today we can sing, “The blood, the 
blood—it is my plea. The blood, 
the blood—it cleanseth me.” 

The blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ does three things: (1) It 
satisfies the righteous demands 
of the law; and, now God can be 
just and justify everyone that be- 
lieves on the Lord Jesus Christ. 
(2) It silences the devil. He durst 
not bring a railing accusation 
against any who is covered by 
the blood, for “we have an advo- 
cate with the Father, Jesus Christ 
the righteous: and he is the propi- 
tiation for our sins: and not for 
ours only, but also for the sins 
of the whole world” (1 John 2: 
1,2). (3) The blood of Christ saves 
the sinner, for we were not “re- 
deemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold .... but with 
the precious blood. of Christ, as 
of a lamb without blemish and 
spot: Who verily was foreordained 
before the foundation of the world, 
but was manifest in these last 
times for you” (1 Pet, 1:18-19). 

My friend, you are either euilty 
of that blood; or, you are tonight 
saved by that blood. And there is 
coming a day of vindication. You 
will either own and crown Him 
tonight in your heart, as your 
Savior and the Lord and Master 
of your life; or, you will, in the

the rocks and the mountains to 
hide you from the face of the 
Lamb: for the great day of his 
wrath is come; and who shall be 
able to stand? As we read in 
Psalm 130:3, “If thou, Lord 
shouldest mark iniquities, O Lord, 
who shall stand?” 


“And do you, my dear friend, 
think that God is going to pass 
your sins by? Jesus said, “I tell 
you, Nay: But, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish” (LK. 
13:5). And, in Nahum 1:2,3,5-6, 
Wwe read: “God is jealous, and the 
Lord revengeth; the Lord reven- 
geth, and is furious; the Lord will 
take vengeance on his adversar- 
ies, and he reserveth wrath for his 
enemies. The Lord is slow to an- 
ger, and great in power, and will 
not at all acquit the wicked...

He came the first time, for the 
salvation of a condemned world.

He came the first time to pay 
redemption’s price. He will come 
again to reap His reward. He shall 
be vindicated! They may have 
pierced His brow with thorns, that 
we should have the privilege of 
wearing the crown of glory; they 
may have taken him outside the 
city of Jerusalem, that we might 
walk the streets of the new Jeru- 
salem; they might have crucified 
Him, in order that we might live;

“But of that day and hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the an- 
gels of heaven, but my Father 
only. .
